Ksch, who had served on the com 


mission for six years prior to his re 
nomination by President Coolidge last 
December, lost his fight for confirma- 
tion late Friday when the senate, af- 
ter hours of debate behind 
closed 


doors, rejected the appointment, 39 to 
29. 


The opposition, led by senators from 


the southern coal states, was based 
almost entirely on the 67-year old 
commissioner's change of attitude in 
the long pending contest between the 
mines of Pennsylvania and Ohio and 
:hose of AVest Virginia, 
Kentucky, 


Tennessee and Virginia, for the lake 
cargo trade, TV hereby he favored, after 
once opposing, lower rates for the 
northern fields. 


The commission recently rejected a 


petition of southern railroads for a 20 
cent a ton reduction in lake cargo 
coal transportation charges and the 
ssue is under consideration for pos 
sible court action.

Doctor Says Men Over 45 


Need Medical 'Overhauling' 


New Orleans—How can the average 


man best take advantage ef the re- 
:ent advances in medical science and 
•rolong his life as doctors have said 
he can prolong it? 


Dr. Frank Smithies, retiring presi- 
ent of the American College of Phy- 
icians, which convened here, gives 
he answer. 


"See your doctor about as often as 


•ou see your dentist," he says. 


"Remember, it is far better to pre- 


•ent disease than it is to cure it after 
t has a foothold. A business man who 
ailed in an auditor after he had gone 
nto bankruptcy would be called 
a 


ool, wouldn't he? Well, what do you 
hink of the same business man who 
raits until he is in physical bank- 
uptcy before he calls in a doctor? 
Tet that is what many of them do. 


USE BUSINESS METHODS 


"Certainly, after a man is 45 years 
Id, he ought to go to a doctor at least 
nee a year for a thorough overhaul- 
ng. In many cases he can add years 
o his life by doing that. And in eve- 
y way possible we doctors are trying 
o teach the public the canity 
and 


wisdom of looking ahead about their 
lealth. 


"If a man has a weak heart, he 
ught to learn from his doctor the 
imlts of his strength and keep within 
hose limits. 
1C a man's grandfather 


ied of cancer of the lip, that man 
ught to be careful about his smok- 
ng and. watch out for a rough spot 
n a tooth that might irritate that lip. 
That is what' we mean by looking 
ihead and exercising sanity and com- 
mon sense about one's health. 


'The doctor will make more money 


f you wait until you're sick, and it 
akes a lot of his time to cure you. 
3ut the doctor wo'uld prefer to have 
•ou come for examination regularly. 
Any railroad man will tell you It's bet- 
er to have a red light on the track 
,nd avoid accidents, than to make a 
record of the speed with which you 
clean up an accident after it has hap- 
jened. 


WOULD KEEP RECORDS 


'Another of the great fights we're 


fighting is to have a complete medl- 


record of every human being with 
doctor. 
The 'doctor ushers you 


nto the world. He is with you when 
,-ou go out of it. 
You call him 
in 


•nany times between death and birth. 
A.nd if every doctor ha"s a record of 
very patient, it wouldn't bo long be- 
fore we had a mass of data from 
which" conclusions could 
be drawn 


that would be of inestimable benefit to 
.lumanity. 
"That, in a general way, is what we 


are trying to 
do—increase written 


•ecords, prevent disease, uncover laws 
that will kctep millions healthy as well 
is cure the.thousands who come to us 
sick." 


Dr. Smithies does not see cause for 


regret in tho passing of the "old f.am- 
ly doctor." 


"In his place has come the family- 


doctor-plus," he says. "The new doc- 
tor lias all of the sympathy ant! the 
iiimaii touch the old family doctor 
ever had. And in addition he has a 
mass of knowledge and an ability to 
put his hands on further knowledge, 
:hat the old 
family 
doctor 
never 


dreamed of. 


'That1 old family doctor filled his 


place in the world as nothing could 
at that time. But you wouldn't go 
back to him any more than you would 
discard your automobile and go back 
to the old-fashioned buggy." 


Medical science has taken a new 


tack in recent years, acord-ing 
to 


Dr. Smithies. 


"Medicine, 
that 
for 
centuries 


sought to be curative, now seeks to 
be preventive," he says. 
"We try 


to keep humanity in health instead 
of waiting for people to get sick and 
cure them. The doctor is the only man 
in the world who is working night and 
day to abolish the things that in- 
crease his income. We train our- 
selves to spend our lives in a battle to 
make our profession unnecessary." 


Dr. Smithies 
explains what 
the 


American College of Physicians is. 
"In army terms, it is a sort of con- 


ference of colonels," he says. 
"No 


physician is eligible for membership 
until he has served eight years in 
practice after graduation from medi- 
cal school. 
The school from which 


he graduated must be approved .by 
the American College of Physicians 
The candidate for admission 
must 


have the approval of our governor 
in his state, who must know all'about 
him. 


CAREFUL RESTRICTIONS 


"Beyond that, he must submit the 


full, detailed record of 50 cases he 
has treated in practice and cured 
And beyond that, he must submit 
the record of five cases he has treated 
where the patient lias died, and the 
record of the autopsy in each case 
must be included. And, in addition, 
no member of the college can treat 
any patient requiring 
laispital 
care 


in- any hospital that docs not come 
up to our standards. 


"We do not say that always the 


Fellow of the.American College is the 
best doctor in his community, 
al- 


though the best doctors are tb« men 
we want and the men most likely to 
belong to the college.' 


"But wo do say that whenever you 


see the letters F. A. C. P. behind the 
name of a doctor you can know th'al 
the faintest suspicion of 
unethica' 


practice never has touched his name 
and that he has been investigated as 
thorouqhlv as it is possible for 
large organization to investigate, a 
man."

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TRYING TO HOLD THE FARM 


VOTE 


There is fairly good reason to believe 


that we are at last on the eve of helpful 
and constructive legislation whose pur- 
pose is to remove conditions which have 
made the great industry of agriculture 
'lag and flounder. 


This legislation has been an unneces- 


sarily long time in coming. Its delay is 
directly traceable to our system of poli- 
tics, for no sooner had agricultural condi- 
tions become burdensome than the sort 
of politicians who make most of their op- 
portunities and generally at the expense 
of others, threw their arms around the 
farmer, promising salvation, but in fact 
weighing him down more than ever. 


The government first sought through 


.farm loan banks to assist agriculture. The 
-help went far but not far enough. Yet it 
was one of the helpful things that a gov- 
ernment could do without transgressing 
economic laws whose breach 
always 


means disaster. 


The McNary-Haugen bill as originally 


drawn Svas utterly indefensible. That was 
the reason that President Coolidge vetoed 
the measure. Candidates for office called 
it "needed, help for the farmer" and too 
many farmers too'k it as such without 
consideration of what it actually did and 
what the consequences would most cer- 
tainly be. As a matter of fact it would 
have been the cause of great expense to 
the farmers of Wisconsin with little or no 
material aid to any of them. It sought as 
its chief purpose, by entirely artificial 
means, to "raise the price of wheat, corn 
land other agricultural products. "Wiscon- 
sin, according to statistics of the agricul- 
tural department, produces but little 
"'more than $10,000,000 worth of wheat 
'and corn, whereas^ it sells $150,000,000 
worth of dairy products. In order to pro- 
'duce 'the latter the Wisconsin farmer, 
mtist either raise or buy his feed. 
The 


jMcNary-Haugen bill could have no pos- 
•$ible effect upon the value of the dairy 
products. The result is perfectly plain: 
the Wisconsin farmer would receive a 
small increase on the $10,000,000 of wheat 
and corn and a fine black eye on the 
$150,000,000 of dairy products, for every 
•dollar's worth of gain there would be fif- 
teen dollars of loss. 


i This is the sort of legislation that Wis- 
consin's senators 
and representatives 


voted for as something "helpful to the 
Wisconsin farmer." 
| It is too bad that just at the time when 
'the farmer really needed help the most 
he should be made the subject of politi- 
cians' ambitions. Nothing could more 
Dearly approach the old story of selling a 
3fold brick than the McNary-Haugen bill 
as originally drawn. 


But a new measure is before the con- 


gress, eliminating the objectionable fea- 
tures of the old act and based upon the 
'principles 
of cooperative 
marketing 


rwhich is as far as a government may safe- 
ly go to help any section of the people 
Ijowever much that help may be needed 
or however greatly the government may 
desire to be helpful. To go a step further 
would be a mere taxation of one class of 
people for the purpose of assisting an- 
other. It would be another form of the 
dole, a thing that has never succeeded 
any place. 


The benefits too of the new meast're 


might have been had in a preceding con- 
gress, for it was then submitted by the 
genuine friends of agriculture and 
de- 


feated 'partly through the votes of Wis- 
consin congressmen and senators. 
But

think that we are letting Europe outstrip 
us. 


But it isn't always pointed 
out that 


Europe and the United States are follow- 
ing different courses in promoting com- 
mercial aviation. t The French 
govern- 


ment, for example, spends approximately 
a billion francs a year to subsidize its air 
lines. We don't. Our air lines have to pay 
their own way. 


Thfe result is that Europe's air com- 


panies are developed to a greater extent 
than ours. But we can't help feeling that 
our system is the better. There isn't much 
sense in having airplane companies unless 
they can operate at a profit. Every other 
utility we have does. We don't need hot- 
house air lines.

FALLACIES WE RELUCT TO RELINQUISH 
17.—THAT SOME AILMENTS ARE SELF- 


EVIDENT 


Many individuals suffering from intestinal dis- 


ease, especially rectal troubles, seem content to drift 
along- on the guess that it is just some kind of piles. 
Sometimes even physicians contribute to this false 
sense of security by acquiescing in this blind pol- 
icy, though humiliating and tragic experience should 
warn the doctor against risking his reputation on 
any such pretense of diagnosis without examination, 
and the victim against reposing confidence in a 
doctor who is so careless. 


Actual statistics indfcate that the victim's guess 
that his trouble is "bleeding piles" is accuiate in 
six cases and wrong in four cases out of ten. In the 
matter of the guess that the trouble is just ordin- 
ary "piles" (painful) the accuracy falls below fifty 
per cent. "When the -victim guesses his condition is 
"itching piless" he is wrong hi nine cases out of 
ten. 


As Dr.' J. E. Montague says in his excellent book 


"Troubles We Don't Talk About" (Lippincott), of 
course there are many people who, strange to say, 
simply do not want to know the truth. 


Yes, I've encountered such people. They prefer 


to worry along. And they are not all dumb, either. 
Dr. Montague goes on to speak'of the pleasure of 
being able to assure a patient, after proper examin- 
ation, that he has no serious ailment. Yes, that is 
a pleasure to the doctor, but how about the patient? 
Some time ago a man of literary distinction, taking 
alarm from something I, had said about this very 
subject, rushed to a specialist (fortunately he picked 
a reputable one) -who examined him and assured him' 
there is nothing serious the matter, and this in- 
telligent gentleman apparently cannot forgive me 
for scaring him so. But then, to my mind the larger 
the hole the better the doughnut. 


I wish I knew just how to scare a million people 


ike that. The great drawback about some of our 
jest medicine is that the dose has to be gauged by 
the individual requirements. If you administer an 
arbitrary or fixed dose to everybody, some folks 
will get no effect at all, some will be more or less 
poisoned, and some will get the effect desired. For 
nstance, an emetic. Now this is a health column 
and we take pains to keep bad news out of it. I 
should hate to think that anything printed here 
made anybody worry needlessly about his health. 
Tor most of us a certain amount of worry about 
health is rather healthful, for it stimulates us to 
seek proper advice or guidance. That's why I dc- 


ote this discussion to the very common guess that 


an intestinal or rectal trouble Is "piles/*- 


A pile or hemmorhold is a varicose vein. 
An "attack" of piles or hemorrhoids 
usually 


means recurrence of acute inflammation. The "at- 
tack" subsides, with or without treatment, and there 
allows an interval of freedom from trouble, last- 
ng a few weeks, a year, or the rest of a life time, 
depending on circumstances we shall discuss in 
alks to follow. Once a pile, always a pile, unless it 
s destroyed or removed. Relief of pain, swelling-, 
feeding or inflammation should not be confused 
vith "cure" of piles.

MADURA FOOT ONE ITEM 


IN" VAST MEDICAL CHAKT

In 1S!)S n. Boston physician reported 


tho occurrence in the- United States of 
a, peculiar disease usually found only 
in the tropics. Another case was re- 
ported from Galvcston in 1921, and n 
third from Cleveland in 1D25. 


In this condition n parasitic type ot 


organism gets into the tissue through 
an opening m tho skin, usually an 
open wound and there sets up an in- 
flammation which is associated with 
granulation and overgrowth of tho 
tissues. 


The growth slowly progresses, ul- 


cerates sometimes and eventually may 
causo serious disability, if not death. 
The. organisms usunlly enter through 
wounds In the feet, so that the condi- 
tion has*also been called Madura foot. 


In tho rr.ost recently reported ea*c, 


«. negro meat-packer 
\va<» involved. 


H* had first injured his foot in 1914 


and hnd suffered intermittently with 
trouble with the foot for 1:} years. He 
was n. common laborer during most of 
that time and never had attempted to 
j?et good medical treatment, but con- 
stantly had attempted to manipulate- 
and treat tho swelling with simple 
methods of his own. 


As a result, the giauiilalion had 


grown until the lump on his foot was 
about the size oC a hen's egg. Scien- 
tific investigation revealed the pres- 
ence in the wound of the organism as- 
sociated with mtiduromycosta. 


Tho lump was removed by surgical 


methods and the resulting xvoxind was 
treated with special antiseptic. solu- 
tions which have the power to attack 
tho organism that causes Madura foot. 
In six weeks the condition from which 
tho patient had suffered for more than 
12 years was cured. 


Other conditions somewhat simitei- 


to Madura foot occasionally occur in 
tho United States, among them being 
a granulation called 
actinomyeo^ls, 


which Is caused by an organism simi- 
lar to the one that causes the tropical 
disease. However; even actinomycosis 
is a relatively rare condition.

College of Agriculture Porfes- 


sbrs Also Hold Poultry In- 
stitute

ChUton*—Considerable interest is be- 


ing manifested by the farmers of this 
county in'up-to-date methods of farm- 
irg. During: the winter a. high school 
folk school was held under the direc- 
tion of Guido 1i Weber, instructor of 
agriculture in the local high school 
assisted by Miss Mary Puehler and 
Caroline Marken. 
It was the first 


school of its kind m -this state and 
country. Folk schools are very com- 
mon in Denmark, but up to this time 
the farmers' boys and girls who are 
unable to attend high schools had 
leceived scant attention. 
However, 


the state department of vocational 
agricultuie education offered to help 
finance ten such schools during the 
winter and to pay three fourths of the 
cost of instruction 
The plan of the 


schools is to 
reach the boys and 


girls who are not now in school, and 
to teach practical lessons in English, 
Arithmetic, Sewing, Cooking and Ag- 
riculture. 


About twenty young people attend- 


ed the school, and their great interest 
made it a success. 
Plans are now 


under way to hold another next fall 
Farm boys will receive a practical

TO OLD BABYLONIA 


Eight Toledo, Ohio, Citizens 


Will Furnish Funds for Ex- 
plorations 


Toledo, Ohio^-W)—Records of 
the 


history of ancient Babylonia and Assy- 
ria, battleground of centuries for the 
armies of Egypt and Babylonia, are to 
be sought by an expedition launched 
jointly by the Toledo Museum of Art 
and the University of Michigan. 


Under the leadership of Leroy "Wat- 


erman, professor of Semetics at 
the 


university and with the financial back- 
ing of eight Toledo citizens, the ex- 
pedition plans excavation of "the lost 
city of antiquity" near Bagdad. It is 
hoped that records will be found there 
of the shadowy genesis of the Baby- 
lonian civilization 
that 
played 
so 


prominent a part in the history of the 
ancient world. 


The city was found by aviators who 


noticed a depression too regular to be 
natural. The find was seized upon by 
scientists from two continent, but 
Prof. "Waterman, who was at Bagdad 
spending a. sabbatical 3-ear, won out 
over a German who also sought per- 
mission from the government to make 
explorations. 
The German's expedi- 


tion could not be organized for a year 
while Professor "Waterman announc- 
ed himself ready to start. 


Blake-Moore Godwin, director of the 


Toledo Museum, in announcing 
the 


formation of the American expedition, 
said: 


"Prof. "Waterman will attempt to lo- 


cate the lost city of antiquity. 
Its 


location is known approximately, near 
the present city of Bagdad and there 
are many records of the city in an- 
cient documents. 


"While it is not large, it flourished
